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Councilmember Wells 
Introduces Proposal 

(Washington, DC) - On Tuesday, July 
10th, Councilmember Tommy Wells 
introduced the “Affordable Housing 
Clearinghouse Directory Act of 2007.” 
This legislation would create a Clearing¬ 
house Directory to be maintained by the 
Mayor that requires development proj¬ 
ects receiving public funds and assistance 
— whether through tax abatement, tax 
increment financing, direct appropria¬ 
tion, or other means — to file quarterly 
reports with key information about the 
affordable housing units they are creating. 
It also includes an opt-in provision for 
those developments that are not utilizing 
public funds, but that want to participate 
in the Directory. 

The Affordable Housing Clearing¬ 
house Directory would become a resource 
for District residents to learn where and 
when affordable units will be created, in 
addition to income qualifications (such 
as whether the unit is available for house¬ 
holds at a certain level of Area Median 
Income), type of housing, number of 
bedrooms and bathrooms, and contact 
information. The legislation also calls for 
this Directory to be maintained online, 
but also have print copies made available 
at several public and agency offices across 
the city to ensure that everyone has access 
to this critical information.

Ninth Grade Now Taught at High School 


F or the first time DC junior high’s, 
like Jefferson Jr. in SW, will no 
longer teach 9 th grade. Dozens of 
Jefferson students who were 8 th graders 
last school year are heading for Wilson 
High for their 9 th grade. Many others are 
heading for other high schools. 

At Wilson all 9' 11 graders are in the 
Ninth Grade Academy, (also called the 
Freshman Academy) with classes all in 
one section of the building - toward the 
library and gym areas - the Ninth Grade 
Wing. Ninth graders will be in three 
teams of about 100 students each. Each 
team will have a set of teachers assigned 
to it for the basic courses. 

Generally 9 th graders take English I, 
Geometry or Algebra I or II, World His¬ 
tory and Geography, Biology, Art and 
Music electives (half year each), PE Health 
for a half year. Students can take the first 
year of a foreign language in 9 th grade and 
a second year of the same language later. 
A career, technical education course such 
as computer application can be taken in 
9 th grade, too.. 

A four year plan toward graduation for 
each student will be updated each year to 
make sure you are on track to graduate. 
At the end of each advisory the 9 th Grade 
team has an intervention, meeting with 
parents and 9 th grade students who are 
falling behind. 

The new 9 th graders will have the flex¬ 
ibility of a three or four or five year high 
school career pathway. A counselor will 
sit down with parents and decide on an 


individualized graduation pathway. 

Students who agree to go to summer 
school can choose a 3 year pathway. The 
four year pathway is the traditional 4 year 
curriculum. The 5 year pathway allows 
extra time to complete high school. Each 
year you can change to a different path¬ 
way if you decide to. 

A new counselor for 9 th graders will 
have an office in the Ninth Grade Wing 
and have a calendar to ensure at least an 
hour of individual attention to each 9 th 
grader. 

At the end of the last school year eighth 
and ninth graders at Jefferson prepared 
schedules for the classes they intend to 
take this fall in high school. When you 
register at Wilson this summer with proof 
of DC residency, you will get a copy of 
your schedule and can change it then. The 
school is open all summer for parents and 
students to register Monday through Fri¬ 
day from 9 am to 4 pm. Three Thursdays 
when the school is open for registration 
till 6 pm are July 19, July 26 and Aug. 
2. The school telephone number is 202- 
282-0120. 

There will be an orientation the first 
week of school, including three sessions of 
orientation for parents in the afternoon or 
evening with the chance to ask questions.

The senior building at 602 L St. SE 
will soon be demolished.
